Tf you have ever had the op p ortunity 
of looking into one of the p ools which 
the sea leaves among the nx k s when 
the tide goes out you have noticed some 
strange and interesting creatures, and 
among those the una unemones. 
If so, I 
am sun* that you admired them very 
much. They an- just like flowers grow­ 
ing in the sea. 
Some of them ar* like 
dahlias and others like 
chrysanthe­ 
mum*, and when they are op ened they 
ur« * of all sorts of beautiful colors. 
But so a anemones a re not always 
op on. 
Very often they close themselvos 
tightly up , and then they only look like 
lump s of brown or « lark green jelly. 
But before long they are sure to op en 
again and wave their fe.ele.rs to and fro 
a* before. 
You would hardly think that these 
feelers were weap ons, would you? 
But 
they are, and very deadly weap ons, too, 
to many of the smaller creatures which 
live in the p ool. 
For ou'li of them 
l- 
closely set with tiny oval cells, in cv* ry 
one of which a p oisoned dart i- tightly 
(•filled up i and a- so« na.-aoy -mail ani 
mal swims up against tie m the darts 
sp ring out, and la fore long the p oor 
creature is dead. 
This is th<‘ way in which sea anemones 
always catch their p rey, and some of 
th< in will cap ture and kill p rawns and 
crabs and even small fishes. 
An hih»it a- a victim is s< i/.ed all tin 
fet lers—or tentacles, as they are called 
-—bend down 
and slowly p ress into 
the body. 
Then for 24 hours or s<> tin 
anemone remains closed, but at the end 
of that time it sp reads its tentacles 
again. You need not he afraid of touch 
ing a sea anemone if von should hap p en 
to find one; for, although it can kill tin 
small creatures on which it feeds, it.-« 
p oison is not, strong enough to hurt a 
human being.

Jap an and the United States gives the 
Jap anese manufacturers an advantage 
over those of this country. After careful 
inquiry into the subject Chairman Ding- 
ley of the committee p rep ared a rep ort, 
stating that no articles of imp ortance 
made in Jap an outside of cheap silks, 
matting, rugs, etc., have as yet. 
in v a d e d 
the markets of the United States, but 
that with greater industrial develop ­ 
ment Jap anese comp etition may he ex ­ 
p ected to increase. 
In regard to the ef­ 
fects of the differ» nee of« x chang* owing 
to the fact that Jap an is a sil\« r using 
country and that two Jap anese yen (dol- 
: bus) arc o n ly worth one United States 
i dollar, Mr. D inghy says: 
“ < ’leurly this differ« dice in the value 
or p urchasing- p o w e r ol the dollar of the* 
two countries gives tin- manufacturer 
no advantage m p urchasing his m ate­ 
rial. 
In d eed , th e manufacturer of cot- 
j ton in Jap an is in this re s e c t at a dis- 
! advantage, for his cotton comes largely 
! from the United States, and h«* must 
p ay not only the freight but an addi 
! tional charge for the risk oi the fluctu­ 
ations of « x change n suiting from fie 
fact that Jap an does not have the mone- 
j tary standard of the commercial world. 
H e obtains uo advantage by the sal« 1 of 
i his goods in the terms 
of a m o r e valu­ 
able currency, but, on the contrary, 
loses something by this brokerage. 
“ The only way in which the m anu­ 
facturer m Jap an cun p ossibly obtain 
any advantage over tie* manufactur« r 
here, from the fact that tin* Jap an« ' «* 
yen, formerly equal, is now worth only 
half as much as the dollar of the f m od 
States, muni tie n fore be through the 
failure of the wages of labor in Jap an 
to rise as much 
uh the yen has dep reci­ 
ated in its relative value to gold since 
J87B ; while wages in the United States 
since 1 h7B have doubled, as » stlimited 
in silver, and have even ris< n 15 p er 
cell t as est imated ill geld.

robbery of the Jap anese laborer through 
the use of dep reciated money. 
Indeed, in a recent p ap er on the sub­ 
ject, Mr. Jamieson, the English consul 
at Shanghai, p resents, us an advantage 
of the, silver standard to the manufac­ 
turer, that by means of it he can “ ob­ 
tain his labor at half the cost which he 
formerly did. ” 
If there are any manufacturers in this 
country who are inclined to look up on 
Ja p a n’s silver standard as desirable for 
the United States as a means of reduc­ 
ing our wages of labor and increasing 
their ability to comp ete with tlu* im- 
p orted p roducts of cheap labor, they 
will sp eedily revise any such short­ 
sighted view when they reflect that it 
i> our high wages and our high stand­ 
ard of living that make our consump ­ 
tion p er cap ita so much larger than that 
of any other p eop le and furnish our 
manufacturers and p roducers with a 
market tor thoir p roducts such 
as is 
known nowhere else and up on which 
rests the p rosp erity of our industries 
and our country. 
No monetary p olicy 
that would tend to dep reciate our money 
and thus diminish the wages and p ro­ 
ducing p ower of the m asso >hould be 
entertained.

Tlx * Pailin mines are sp read over an 
area six miles by two and consist of 
Id mining villages, the chief of which 
ar« * Baw Taka and Baw Dineo. 
These 
two an* more than four miles ap art, but 
they are joined by un ex cellent road cut 
through the ton st and well drained. 
Sap p hires are found all over this dis­ 
trict. 
The whole countryside is riddled 
with h o le s sunk in the red soil down to 
the sap p hire layer. Formerly the stones 
were found quit« * near the surface, hut 
these p laces have long sme« * been ex ­ 
hausted, although the 
Burmese still 
continue t<> turn over tlu* old heap s in 
the firm conviction that p recious stones 
grow. 
Now the stones are found ut a 
dep th of from 15 to 25 feet in a red­ 
dish, gravelly layer of varying thick­ 
ness u^> to 18 lp cljes. 
The p it sunk is 
usually some o feet in diameter and 
either square or circular. 
¡Soil is raised 
m bamboo baskets attached to the end 
of a balanced lever, and when the sap ­ 
p hire layer is reached the stratum is 
carried to tlx * nearest water and washed 
carefully for stones. Not more than one 
shaft m three p ays tor its working ex ­ 
p enses, but when the sap p hire layer is 
struck the p rolits may be large indeed. 
It is all a question of luck. 
To dig and 
work out one shaft occup ies two or three 
men one month. Two or three Burmese 
generally go into p artnership and hire 
Laos miners to work for them and sink 
the shaft at tlx * rat« * 2 ticals (2s. 8d.) 
p er is inches.

of considerable value reward the miner, 
but the sap p hires of Pailin are of more 
commercial value because of their quan­ 
tity than bt*oause of their intrinsic ex ­ 
cellence.

on the subject. Dr. Crisp dissected 52 
sp ecies of birds, great and small, but 
found only 13 m which the wing bones 
were hollow, and onl^m**, the sp arrow 
hawk, ap p eared to have tlie bony air 
chambers p erforated. 
In 3s others tx - 
aniiued by the doctor there were no 
signs of air in th* 
hones, although in 
this list then were scv* ral birds of long 
and rap id flight. Dr Crisp s conclusions 
ar** that there are but Yew birds which 
have been p rovided with natural air 
chambers, and that ill eases where the 
p rovision is mad« 1 it is not of suen m a­ 
terial benefit as h.ts bueii generally sup ­ 
p osed.—St. Louis Rep ublic.
